Du. A. A, Wunrxax, the poet lanre- 
ate of the Negro race, captured Chica- 
go at the late congress, 
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wanted all the colored people in the 
United States to go to Africa. I have 
long ago learned that the rich Negro, 
the ignorant Negro, the scnllion Negro 
and the wonld-be white Negro care 
nothing for African redemption, or 
the honor and dignity of the race, 
since they can squeeze throngh life 
and end it in oblivion. My remarks 
therefore, in regard to African emigra- 
tion and the building up of a 
civilized nation, that will com- 
mand the respect of the world, 
had no reference to that clas. They 
would remain here, if not disturbed 
individually, and see the throats of 
ten thousand of their fel ow kindred 
ent every year, and sleep as sonndly at 
night as if they were resting upon the 
pillows of paradise. I have said 
forty times that all I adrocated was 
that five hundre1 thousand or a million 
of ns «honld go to Africs and build up 
a civil government that would serve as 
an asylum for the oppressed and de- 
graded portion of onr race. I never 
have advocated all the colored people 
going to Africa, for I am well aware 
that the balk of them arc lacking in 
common sense and are too fond of 
worshipping white gods, I have told. 
the country a thousand times that 1 
favored the self-reliant Negro going 
and not the scnllion Negro. Indeed 
every Negro in the United States op- 
poxed to African civilization, be he 
rich or poor, edneated, or I should 
have mid learned or nanlearned, 
is either a seullion himself or is the 
attorney of the scullionizm of our race 
and therefore is a senllion. I believe 
that God made Africa and that Jesus

me. I have no patience with such 
men aud have no disposition to bandy 
words with them nor shall I spend 
much time in the future noticing any- 
thing they say. You ask how it was 
that « reply could be published in our 
church organ to one of its Bishops, 
when the original communication had 
not appeared in the same paper?” In 
answer to your question I have only 
to suy that everybody is not familiar 
with literary etiquette. 

In regard to Dr. Yeocum saying 
as you quote him, that any man who 
advocated the Negro's emigrating to 
\frica was his ememy, is simply 80 
much gush. I boarded with Dr. Yeo- 
cum from May, 1889, to May or June, 
1890, and we have talked about every- 
thing in creation that we knew anght 
about, and he was as mnch in favor of 
a Negro nationality in Africa, or else- 
where, as I ever dared to be. So auy- 
thing he said is not worth notice, if 
you have quoted him correctly, while 
he is & learned man and a goad fellow, 

In regard to Mr. Bassett drawing a 
line between the blacks and the mixed 
bloods, or as we used to say iu slavery 
time, the black Negro and the vyel- 
low” Negro, I do not care to say any- 
thing, for I am one of them *'yaller” 
Negroes; but I hope God may take me 
out of this world before I become 80 
insane as to even insinuate that there is 
any difference between the two colors. 
The black man can look back upon an 
honorable line of ancestry, running 
through thonsands of years, but we 
mixed - bloods cannot always do 
that, moreover, the whites care nothing 
about the mixture; they show it no 
favors; treat it with the same con- 
tempt, and for us to raise the ques- 
tion or even to hint a difference, is to 
indulge in donbtful verbiage. We 
cannot be white. Now, if we refuse 
to be black; we must bea set of mon- 
strosities, for we can claim no racial 
connection with the Mongolians, In- 
dians or Malays. Tmay answer Mr: 
Bassett's letter, the hero of the Phila- 
delphia Preacher's Azsociation, as you 
style him, if I can find a little time to 
do so, but the stacks of letters I have 
before me requiring replies and the 
amount of traveling I have to do, may 
prevent me for a time. ;

Wulle this commission did 
not reach a basis of organic union wholly satisfactory to each Gener Conference, 
they did flaally evolve such prospective terms and ag temen, as enabled them to 
decide upon a name. This hitherto lusurmountable diffliculty, having been over- 
dome, the further disposition of terms, conditions an arrangements for organic un- 
ion, were referred t » the two Episcopal Councils combined, and orderel to be sub- 
mitted to the churches, as bereinafter provid l.
